Therefore Visteon Global Technologies, Inc. has a proprietary interest in the 
application. 
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4. On November 8, 2001, a completed patent application, including a declaration 
ready for signature, was mailed to the home address of Heather Steiner Brown at 
410 Village Green Blvd., Apt. 103, Ann Arbor, Michigan 48105. In the letter 
accompanying the application, Ms. Brown was requested to review the 
application, and if it meets with her approval, to sign and return the declaration 
attached. A copy of that referenced letter is attached as Exhibit A. That letter was 
returned on December 4, 2001 as "Return to Sender - No longer at this address". 
A copy of the return envelope is attached as Exhibit B. 

5. On December 7, 2001, our firm sent an email to Visteon Global Technologies, 
Inc. informing them that Heather Steiner Brown was no longer at the address in 
Ann Arbor, MI and her telephone number had also been disconnected. Attached 
as Exhibit C 

6. On December 10, 2001, we received an email from Legal Assistant, Ms. Brenda 
Garrett of Visteon Global Technologies, Inc. advising us of a new address for Ms. 
Brown, attached as Exhibit D. 

7. On November 13 and November 15, 2002, we conducted three computer searches 
of Public Records for Heather Steiner Brown via the following websites, attached 
as Exhibit E:

8. On November 15, 2002, we sent another letter with the completed patent 
application, including a declaration for signature to the following address 12044 
Clearview Lane, Holland Michigan 49424 via Federal Express. That letter was 
also returned to us on December 4, 2002. Attached as Exhibit F is the Federal 
Express tracking page indicating the incorrect address and could not locate Ms. 
Brown. 

9. At the request of the undersigned, undersigned's assistant Ms. Shirley Courey 
called Ameritech on December 5, 2002 to obtain a telephone number for Ms. 
Brown. No listing for Ms. Brown was found in Ann Arbor or Holland, Michigan. 

10. To date, the undersigned has received no correspondence since November 15, 
2002 and has not received an executed declaration from Ms. Brown. Since Ms. 
Brown has not responded to the repeated requests for execution of the declaration, 
it is the undersigned's belief, based on the facts, that Ms. Brown is unavailable or 
refuses to sign the declaration for this application. 
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The undersigned further declares that all statements made herein of my own 
knowledge are true and that all statements made on information and belief are 
believed to be true; and further that these statements were made with the 
knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable by 
fine or imprisonment, or both, under section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States 
Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issued thereon.
